THE LYNCHING RECORD FOB ISIS 

By Monroe N. Work. Tnikegee. Ala, 

As head of the Division of Records 
and Research of the Tnikegee Institute, 
I co-operated with the late Dr. Booker 
T. Washington, Principal, in keeping an 
annual record of all lynching! in the 
United States, which record waa sent 
by him from time to time to the pub- 
lic press. According to the record there 
have been, during the year just closed, 
t «t» lynching*. Of those lynched 5S 
_£aC*«f •""! y «P> white*.' This is 
sir more Negroes and etc 1 
white* than were put to death by mob* 
in il>14 when the record was 40 Ne- 
groes and 3 whites. Included in thi 
record are three women. In at least 
four instance* it later developed that 
the persons pal to death were innocent 
of tbs offenses charged. Eighteen, oi 
more -than one-fourth of the total lynch 
- iagi, occurred in the Htate of- Georgia. 
Only eleven, ton Negroes and ona 
whit*, ofthas* pat to death, or fifteen 
per cent of the total, were charged with 
rape. Other oSenses and ftUfcber 
lynched for were: ' Murder, 17: five 
white* aad twelve Negroes; killing of 
teen -of the law, fl, three, white* and 
fix Rogra**; wounding offltera of the 
law, 1; ohnbbtng officer of the law, 
family of fear, father, son and t 
daughter*; poisoning mules, 3; steel:

TWO WRONGS DONT MAKE ONE RIGHT, <&* 

- "Two wrongs don't moke one right." To deprive a white man 
of the right to live in a block where the majority of the residents are 
Negroes does not make it right to deprive a Negro of the right to live 
in a block where the majority of the residents arc white, r'irst, the 
city or state has no right to deprive a white man front living wher- 
ever he has, by purchase or .contract, obtained the right to occupy a 
dwelling. Because a white man baa been robbed, even by his own 
consent, does not make it right to rob a Negro. This segregation in- 
volves nearly ail kinds of harrassiug contradictions and inconsisten- 
cies. Followed in its tendency it would cut up St. Louis into all kinds 
of ugly and unsightly blocks. We would have Irish blocks, Italian 
blocks, Negro blocks, Jew blocks, Greek blocks, etc. All races seek 
congeniality in their surroundings, and, hence, they naturally, in their 
cruder conditions, congeal and condense here and there in " patches ; 
but the American idea of general education is rapidly blending these 
racial differences, and races break out from their habitats and the 
imprisonmsjit produced by their lower tendencies and seek higher en- 
vironments. Segregation means to cut such opportunities off and 
force races to remain in. conditions where opportunities for advance- 
ment are the least x* . 

But you might as well try' to dam the Nile with bull rushes as to 
choke the aspirations of the human soul for something higher. Be 
presaive laws like segregation may last for- awhile, but the evil effect 
will soon become apparent and the promoters of such legislation will 
go down to their graves wrapped up .in the winding sheets of .theh 
own infamy.
